Present at the occasion 
were Claudie Wegdam (project 
coordinator), Jacky Morel 
(vice president), Daniel Teck- 
lenborg (Board member), and 
the managers of the bars that 
participated in the promotion. 


Fundacion pa nos Comu¬ 
nidad (FPNC) is currently 
handing out approximately 
100 food packages to people 
and families that do not have 
enough money to make it 
through the month. The con¬ 
tent varies, but weekly about 
300 people receive food, be¬ 
verages and hygienic products. 
They have been registered by 
different professional and vo¬ 
luntary organizations that de¬ 
termined whether families 
need to receive monthly, bi¬ 


weekly or weekly food pack¬ 
ages. Together with these or¬ 
ganizations it is also reviewed 
if there’s a structural solution 
to be found for the situation of 
the different families so that 
they will no longer need to be 
dependent on the food bank. 
More than 200 families have 
been inscribed and there’s a 
waiting list of approx 800 fam¬ 
ilies. 

95% of the food packages is 
being bought by FPNC at cost 
price + 5% with different 
wholesalers. FPNC is paying 
an average of Awg. 25 per per¬ 
son for a food package. With 
that, weekly expenses are 
around Afls. 7,500, which is a 
large amount for the FPNC to 
gather in order to provide the 
services. The other products 
are donations of wholesalers 
and supermarkets. FPNC is 
hoping that the percentage free 
products in the near future will 
get bigger. 

FNPC is extremely happy 
with the Balashi World Cup 
promotion at Buster's Garage, 
Cafe the Plaza, Hooters, Hard 
Rock Cafe and T.G.I. Fridays. 
Over 240 people can receive a 


food package because of the 
amount of Afls. 6,020 that was 
donated. FPNC wants to thank 
the participating bars, Balashi 
Brewery, and all the customers 
who drank the half liters of 
Balashi beer during this pro¬ 
motion for their support and 
and contribution during this 
successful activity. 

Of course everyone can 
support the community. For 
example if every employee in 
Aruba would give e monthly 
donation of between Afls. 1 
and Afls. 5, a lot of families 
could be helped. Simply and 
without a lot of effort. 

The next event by FPNC is 
the ’Yes, we CAN FOOD 
DRIVE', at the parking lot of 


the Post Office in Oranjestad, 
Saturday, August 28. from 
noon to 6 p.m. That day every¬ 
one can bring food in cans, 
packages, bags of boxes. More 
information about this activity 
will follow in all the media. A 
flyer with the information will 
also be distributed. 

FPNC needs the help and 
cooperation of everyone in 
Aruba; companies, private in¬ 
dividuals, foundations etc. 
“Only by working together can 
we make a difference for the 
people that need it,” a 
spokesperson says.

Dutch leave Afghanistan 
after four years 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AFP) 
- Dutch troops ended their 
mission in Afghanistan Sun¬ 
day after four ’’proud” years, 
in a departure which experts 
said signals the beginning of 
a drawdown of foreign forces 
that will leave a worrying 
void. 

The pull-out is the first 
significant drawdown of 
troops from the Afghan war, 
now in its ninth year, and 
comes as Taliban-led vio¬ 
lence worsens and US forces 
suffered their worst month 
for casualties. 


Troops held a ’’change of 
command” ceremony at the 
main military base in central 
Uruzgan province, where 
most of the country’s 1,950 
soldiers have been deployed, 
a Dutch embassy official 
said. 

NATO’s International Se¬ 
curity Assistance Force 
(ISAF), which had asked the 
Dutch to extend their mission 
by a year, paid tribute to the 
Netherlands’ contribution and 
said it would maintain its cur¬ 
rent capacity in the area. 


Landmark cluster bomb treaty 
takes effect 


GENEVA, Switerland (AFP) 
- A landmark international 
treaty to ban cluster muni¬ 
tions took effect yesterday, 
requiring signatories to stop 
the use, production and trans¬ 
fer of the deadly weapons. 

Pope Benedict XVI hailed 
the ban and joined calls for 
all countries to sign up to the 
deal that also obliges those 
that have ratified it to destroy 
their stockpiles of the bombs. 
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China, Russia, the United 
States and Israel are among 
those that have rejected the 
2008 Convention on Cluster 
Munitions, ratified by around 
37 countries and signed by 
107. 

The big military powers 
that have not signed up are 
thought to hoard and manu¬ 
facture the bulk of the muni¬ 
tions, although the data is 
secret. 

The United States alone 
accounts for cluster bombs or 
shells containing around 800 
million bomblets, according 
to the Cluster Munition 
Coalition, citing US congres¬ 
sional records. 

The munitions split open 
before impact and scatter 
multiple — often hundreds — 
of smaller submunitions, or 
plastic bomblets, the size and 
shape of a tennis ball or a 
table lighter over a wide area. 

Many of them fail to ex¬ 
plode immediately and can 
lie hidden for years, killing 
and maiming civilians, in¬ 
cluding children, even de¬ 
cades after the original 
conflict is over in countries 
such as Laos, Cambodia and 
Vietnam. 

In Laos, which will host 
the first meeting of the con¬ 
vention in November, some 
300 people are still hit every 
year by cluster bombs dating 
to the Vietnam war, accord¬ 
ing to the coalition. 


Pakistan flood toll tops 1,100 as 
cholera emerges 



Pakistani flood survivors fight for food at a distribution point in Nowshera yesterday. 
The death toll from Pakistan's worst floods in living memory topped 1,100 as outbreaks 
of waterborne disease emerged and penniless survivors sought refuge from the raging 
torrents. More than 1.5 million people have been affected by monsoon rains, flash floods 
and landslides in the northwest province of Khyber Pakhtunkhwa, and at least another 
47 have died in Pakistani-administered Kashmir, officials said. Thousands of homes and 
vast swathes of farmland have been destroyed in a region of Pakistan reeling from years 
of extremist bloodshed. The US government is rushing helicopters, boats, bridges, water 
units and other supplies to Pakistan as part of an 10-million-dollar aid pledge. China, 
which has also been hit by severe flooding, announced a 10 million yuan (1.5 million dol¬ 
lar) donation, according to the official Xinhua news agency, which cited a government 
website. French Foreign Minister Bernard Kouchner expressed his country's "solidarity" 
with Pakistan and said France supported the European Union's humanitarian aid effort. 

Russia forest fires spread in record 
heatwave 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Russian firefighters yesterday 
battled the flames of spread¬ 
ing forest fires that have al¬ 
ready killed 30 people, 
destroyed villages and mobi¬ 
lized hundreds of thousands 
of emergency workers. 

The emergency situations 
ministry said it deployed al¬ 
most 240,000 workers to 
fight the blazes, along with 
2,000 members of the armed 
forces. 

The ministry described the 
situation early yesterday as 
having ’’taken a sharp turn for 
the worse,” blaming tempe¬ 
ratures hitting 40 degrees 
Celsius (104 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit) and strong winds. More 
than 5,000 people had been 
evacuated from their homes. 

Later in the day, ministry 


spokeswoman Irina Andri¬ 
anova announced that the si¬ 
tuation had ’’improved con¬ 
siderably” in the last few 
hours. 

’’During the day today, 
fires flared up at 320 sites, 
and 210 have been put out,” 
she said on Rossia 24 televi¬ 
sion. 

She also said the total area 


engulfed by the wildfires had 
been reduced by 7,000 
hectares to 128,000 hectares 
(316,000 acres). 

Still, with blistering tem¬ 
peratures forecast over the 
next few days in affected re¬ 
gions, the ministry has 
warned of an ’’extreme risk” 
of more forest fires.

Tropical wave in Atlantic Tax revenue considerably lower in the 
likely to become a first five months of 2010 


Summary of the Monthly Bulletin for April and May 2010 



MIAMI, Florida — The tropi¬ 
cal wave in the Central At¬ 
lantic continued to strengthen 
overnight. 

It was given a 60 percent 
- or high - chance of deve¬ 
loping into a tropical depres¬ 
sion or storm over the next 
two days, the National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said in its tropi¬ 
cal outlook today. 

“Conditions appear con¬ 
ducive for development of a 
tropical depression over the 
next day or so as the distur¬ 
bance moves generally west¬ 
ward at 5 to 10 mph,” 
hurricane specialists Stacy 
Stewart and Todd Kimberlain 
wrote in the advisory. 


KABUL, Afghanistan - The 
Dutch military mission to 
Afghanistan formally ended 
yesterday with a flag-chang¬ 
ing ceremony at Kamp Hol¬ 
land, the main Dutch base 
over the past four years. 

The Dutch role is being 
taken over by American and 
Australian soldiers. No senior 
Dutch military staff or politi¬ 
cians attended the ceremony, 
news agency ANP reported. 


Models currently aim the 
system toward the northern 
Lesser Antilles. If that holds, 
it would approach those is¬ 
lands on about Thursday. 

But the models likely will 
shift in upcoming forecasts. 

So, again, it’s just some¬ 
thing to keep an eye on as it’s 
far too early to say where it 
will go, whether it will 
threaten land or how strong it 
will get. 

The next named storm, by 
the way, will be named Colin. 
The hurricane center conti¬ 
nues to monitor a tropical 
wave in the southwestern 
Caribbean, giving it a low 
chance of development. 


Most of the 1,400 Dutch 
soldiers who were stationed 
in the southern province of 
Uruzgan have now left. The 
rest are preparing equipment 
to be brought back to the 
Netherlands. 

In total 24 Dutch soldiers 
were killed and 140 injured 
in the four years the Nether¬ 
lands has been part of the 
Nato mission. 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its (combined) 
Monthly Bulletin of April 
and May 2010 that the total 
tax revenue in the first five 
months of 2010 fell by Afl. 
52.9 million (14.1 percent). 
One of the main reasons for 
this drop was the lowering of 
the turnover tax rate from 3 
percent to 1.5 percent which 
resulted in an Afl. 28.4 mil¬ 
lion decrease in these re¬ 
ceipts. Furthermore, the 
lower profit tax receipts (Afl. 
11.1 million), import duties 
(Afl. 5.8 million), and gam¬ 
bling licence fees (Afl. 3.9 
million) contributed to the 
decline as well. 

The number of stay-over 
visitors for the first five 
months improved (3.9 per¬ 
cent) compared to 2009 (-6.2 
percent). However, nominal 
tourism receipts grew only 
slightly (1.0 percent). On the 
other hand, the number of 
cruise passengers in the first 
five months decreased by 7.4 
percent. In the months of 
April and May, the number of 
visitors from Venezuela 
dropped by 33.2 percent and 
27.5 percent respectively. 
This could be ascribed to the 
struggling Venezuelan econ¬ 
omy, combined with the for¬ 
eign exchange restrictions 
imposed by the Venezuelan 
authorities with regard to 
traveling. In May, the number 
of visitors from the Nether¬ 
lands expanded considerably 
(25.0 percent). This growth is 
probably also induced by the 
promotion campaign that 
started at the end of 2009 in 
the Netherlands together with 
an increase in airline seating 
capacity as earlier this year 
KLM resumed its flights to 
Aruba. 


The real turnover tax rev¬ 
enue (BBO) over June 2010 
rose by 6.7 percent, suggest¬ 
ing a positive economic de¬ 
velopment in May 2010. It is 
interesting to note that this is 
the first month since August 
2009 that a growth has been 
recorded. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) of June 2010 registered 
an increase of 1.8 percent. 
The 12month average infla¬ 
tion rate, which is considered 
an indicator of price move¬ 
ments on the longer term, fell 
by 0.7 percentage points to 
1.7 percent in June 2010 
when compared to June 
2009. The deflationary trend 
that started in August 2009 
ended in April 2010 when a 
0.6 percent increase in prices 
was recorded. The inflation 
differential with the United 
States, our main trading part¬ 
ner, decreased to 0.8 percent¬ 
age points in June 2010, 
compared to 1.0 percentage 
point in the corresponding 
month a year earlier. 

The money supply in 
April and May 2010 went up 
by, respectively, Afl. 25.1 
million and Afl. 26.6 million 


to Afl. 3,294.6 million. In 
April, this expansion was 
caused mostly by a net inflow 
of funds from abroad totaling 
Afl. 21.5 million. Also, there 
was an increase in net domes¬ 
tic assets of Afl. 3.5 million. 
The change in May was 
brought about by a growth in 
net domestic assets of Afl. 

41.3 million, which was par¬ 
tially mitigated by a net out¬ 
flow of foreign funds totaling 
Afl. 14.7 million. Accord¬ 
ingly, net foreign assets (ex¬ 
cluding revaluation differen¬ 
ces of gold and foreign ex¬ 
change holdings) rose to Afl. 
1,527.1 million at the end of 

May 2010, which is Afl. 

67.4 million, or 4.6 percent, 
more than the amount 
recorded in the correspon¬ 
ding month of 2009. 

In June, the CBA assisted 
the government with the 
placement on the domestic 
market of, respectively, Afl. 
100.0 million in 10-year gov¬ 
ernment bonds at par with an 
annual yield of 5.5 percent 
and Afl. 80.0 million in 
15-year government bonds at 
par with an annual yield of 
6.0 percent.

One of the best times to go ex¬ 
ploring is early in the morning; 
the sun is not so hot yet, and 
also you are treated to some 
special sights - like the colorful 
island birds busy feeding. I 
have picked up people just be¬ 
fore sunrise to take them out to 
see the tropical and water birds 
that inhabit our island; we have 
many kinds, almost 200, but I 
will only talk about some of 
the most famous today.

A little yellow bird we call 
a Barica Geel, or Yellow Belly, 
is common throughout the 
Caribbean and known as a Ba- 
nanaquit and they do so like 
sweet things. They are brave 
little birds, and if you leave 
some sugar or an open packet 
of jam out for them, they will 
come right to your table. 
Aruba’s national bird is the 
Trupial; it has very distinctive 
coloring - bright orange with 
black and white flashes - a real 
tropical bird. It has a very 
lovely song, not like the other 
beautiful yellow bird we call 
Trupial Cacho, which will 
make you want to cover your 
ears! 

Also very loud and 
screechy is our famous Pri¬ 
kichi, the brilliant green and 
yellow parrots you often find 
perched on cactus, because 
they love the fruit. It is rare to 
find them alone, they are usu¬ 
ally a pair or sometimes four or 
five together, and how they 
chatter! They love to talk and 
talk back and forth, so you al¬ 
ways know well in advance 
when there are prikichis near, 
though sometimes they are 
hard to spot in a tree full of

green foliage.

song is the Chuchubi, which 
looks plain until they spread 
their wings; then they take 
your breath awy.

Amsterdam's canal district: remnant of Dutch golden age

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ams¬ 
terdam's 17th century canal 
district, added this weekend 
to UNESCO's World Her¬ 
itage List, is a remnant of the 
Dutch Golden Age, a time 
when the city led the world in 
art, trade and architecture. 

The zone is composed of 
four curved canals that run 


parallel to each other and half 
encircle the Amsterdam city 
centre, including its famous 
red light district — the Singel, 
the Herengracht, the Keizer- 
gracht and the Prinsengracht. 

The canals are 14 kilome¬ 
tres (8.7 miles) long in total, 
and are crossed by 80 
bridges. The total surface 


area is 160 hectares, measur¬ 
ing 3.5 kilometres from east 
to west. 

The bank of the outermost 
Prinsengracht canal houses 
the world-famous Anne 
Frank House and the West- 
erkerk church whose bell the 
Jewish teenager wrote about 
in her diary while in hiding 


from the Nazis. 

"The Amsterdam canal 
belt is unique in the world as 
an urban developmental and 
architectural artwork," the 
Amsterdam municipality 
says in a document backing 
its UNESCO bid. 

It is an example of the 
city's 17th century economic, 
political and cultural blos¬ 
soming — a time when Ams¬ 
terdam was the "warehouse 
of the world". 

"The Amsterdam inner 
city is the most successful ex¬ 
ample of early modern city 
planning in Europe," states 
the document, and the canal 
belt "a masterpiece of hy¬ 
draulic engineering". 

"An ingenious system of 
fixed and moveable bridges, 
sluices and locks, which are 
still functional today, regu¬ 
lated the water level and the 
unrestricted circulation of 
land and water traffic," states 
the document. 

According to the Amster¬ 
dam tourism bureau, 38 per¬ 
cent of tourists come to 
Amsterdam to see the pro¬ 
tected canal belt, which 
houses 8,000 monuments. 


The Netherlands now has 
nine UNESCO-listed heritage 
sites, including an 18th cen¬ 
tury collection of windmills 
in Kinderdijk in the west of 
the country and the colonial- 
style city centre of Willem¬ 
stad, capital of the Antilles 
island of Curaao that forms 
part of the Dutch kingdom.

Florida’s Everglades 
put on world heritage 
endangered list 



BRASILIA (AFP) - Florida’s 
Everglades and Madagascar's 
tropical forest were added 
Friday to a list of imperiled 
world heritage sites by UN¬ 
ESCO officials who also reg¬ 
istered lesser threats to Peru's 
Machu Picchu ruins and the 
Galapagos Islands. 

The decision by the World 
Heritage Committee of the 
United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Or¬ 
ganization, meeting in 
Brazil's capital, brought to 35 
the number of unique cultural 
or environmental sites con¬ 
sidered to be in danger. 

Other spots included on 
the list were Georgia's 
Bagrati Cathedral and Gelati 
Monastery, and the Buganda 
Kingdom Tombs in Uganda. 

The committee deter¬ 
mined that the Everglades 
National Park, a mangrove 
swamp sanctuary for birds 
and reptiles in southeast 
United States, "because of se¬ 
rious and continuing degra¬ 
dation of its aquatic 
ecosystem." 

Water inflows have been 
greatly reduced and pollution 
levels have increased to a 
point that marine life is dying 
off, it said. 

It was the second time the 
Everglades has been in¬ 
scribed on the list. The first 
time was between 1993 and 
2007 because of hurricane 
damage, deviation of its 
water supply for encroaching 
urban centers, and pollution 
from agricultural flow-off. 

Madagascar's Rainforests 
of Atsinanana were put on the 
list due to excessive illegal 
logging and poaching of 
lemurs on the island follow¬ 
ing political upheaval 
sparked by a March 2009 


coup. 

The International Union 
for the Conservation of Na¬ 
ture (IUCN), the body that 
advises UNESCO on world 
heritage sites, said the forests 
were home to many unique 
species who were under 
threat. 

On Thursday, the commit¬ 
tee announced it was putting 
the cathedral and monastery 
in Georgia on the list because 
of unauthorized reconstruc¬ 
tion work. 

The Ugandan royal tombs 
were added because of a dev¬ 
astating fire this year. 

While Peru's Machu Pic¬ 
chu was not added to the list 
of sites in danger, UNESCO 
noted recommendations that 
the 15th century Incan ruins 
be put under close watch be¬ 
cause of severe flooding this 
year. 

The Galapagos Islands, lo¬ 
cated off Ecuador's coast, 
were removed from the list 
under a Brazilian demand 
meant to reflect progress 
Quito had made to preserve 
the archipelago, made fa¬ 
mous by Charles Darwin's 
1835 study that supported his 
theory of evolution. 

But the IUCN criticized 
the move, calling it "prema¬ 
ture." 

"Threats from tourism, in¬ 
vasive species and overfish¬ 
ing are still factors and the 
situation in the Galapagos re¬ 
mains critical," said Tim Bad- 
man, who heads the IUCN's 
World Heritage Program. 

Among the notable sites 
maintained on the list is 
Jerusalem, which was in¬ 
cluded in 1982 because of ex¬ 
cavations threatening some 
of its 220 historic monu¬ 
ments.

Seven hours the magic 
number for sleep 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
People who sleep more or 
fewer than seven hours a day, 
including naps, are increasing 
their risk for cardiovascular 
disease, the leading cause of 
death in the United States, a 
study published Sunday 
shows. 

Sleeping fewer than five 
hours a day, including naps, 
more than doubles the risk of 
being diagnosed with angina, 
coronary heart disease, heart 
attack or stroke, the study 
conducted by researchers at 
West Virginia University's 
(WVU) faculty of medicine 
and published in the journal 
"Sleep" says. 

And sleeping more than 
seven hours also increases the 
risk of cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease, it says. 

Study participants who 
said they slept nine hours or 
longer a day were one-and-a- 
half times more likely than 
seven-hour sleepers to de¬ 
velop cardiovascular disease, 
the study found. 

The most at-risk group 
was adults under 60 years of 
age who slept five hours or 
fewer a night. They increased 
their risk of developing car¬ 
diovascular disease more 
than threefold compared to 
people who sleep seven 
hours. 

Women who skimped on 
sleep, getting five hours or 
fewer a day, including naps, 
were more than two-and-a- 
half times as likely to develop 
cardiovascular disease. 

Short sleep duration was 
associated with angina, while 
both sleeping too little and 
sleeping too much were asso¬ 
ciated with heart attack and 
stroke, the study says. 

A separate study, also pub¬ 
lished in "Sleep", showed 
that an occasional long lie-in 
can be beneficial for those 
who can't avoid getting too 
little sleep. 

In that study, David 
Dinges, who heads the sleep 
and chronobiology unit at the 
University of Pennsylvania 
school of medicine, found 
that 142 adults whose sleep 


was severely restricted for 
five days — as it is for many 
people during the work 
week — had slower reaction 
times and more trouble fo¬ 
cusing. 

But after a night of re¬ 
covery sleep, the sleep-de¬ 
prived study participants' 
alertness improved signifi¬ 
cantly, and the greatest im¬ 
provements were seen in 
those who were allowed to 
spend 10 hours in bed after 
a week with just four hours' 
sleep a night. 

"An additional hour or two 
of sleep in the morning after 
a period of chronic partial 
sleep loss has genuine bene¬ 
fits for continued recovery of 
behavioral alertness," Dinges 
said. 

In the study about sleep 
and cardiovascular disease, 
researchers led by Anoop 
Shankar, associate professor 
at WVU's department of 
community medicine, ana¬ 
lyzed data gathered in a na¬ 
tional US study in 2005 on 
more than 30,000 adults. 

The results were adjusted 
for age, sex, race, whether the 
person smoked or drank, 
whether they were fat or slim, 
and whether they were active 
or a couch potato. 

And even when study par¬ 
ticipants with diabetes, high 
blood pressure or depression 
were excluded from the 
analysis, the strong associa¬ 
tion between too much or too 
little sleep and cardiovascular 
disease remained. 

The authors of the WVU 
study were unable to deter¬ 
mine the causal relationship 
between how long a person 
sleeps and cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease. 

But they pointed out that 
sleep duration affects en¬ 
docrine and metabolic func¬ 
tions, and sleep deprivation 
can lead to impaired glucose 
tolerance, reduced insulin 
sensitivity and elevated blood 
pressure, all of which in¬ 
crease the risk of hardening 
the arteries. 

The American Academy 
of Sleep Medicine recom¬ 
mends that most adults get 
about seven to eight hours of 
sleep each night. 

Shankar suggested that 
doctors screen for changes in 
sleep duration when assess¬ 
ing patients' risk for cardio- 
vascluar disease, and that 
public health initiatives con¬ 
sider including a focus on im¬ 
proving sleep quality and 
quantity.

Vatican slams US green light for human 
stem cell trial 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican on Saturday con¬ 
demned as "unacceptable" 
the green light given by US 
regulators to a clinical trial 
for a treatment based on 
human embryonic stem cells. 

"Despite the efforts that 
are made to deny it, science 
continues to show us that the 
embryo is a human being in 
the making," Elio Sgreccia, 
emeritus head of the Pontifi¬ 
cal Academy for life, told 
Radio Vatican. 

Embryos are "sacrificed to 
extract the stem cells from 
them," Sgreccia argued, say¬ 
ing that such a technique 
"from an ethical point of 
view can only receive a neg¬ 
ative judgment."

US files labor rights 


against Guatemala 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States announced on 
the weekend it would file a 
case against Guatemala for ap¬ 
parent labor rights violations 
under a central American free 
trade agreement. 

This is the first labor case 
the United States has ever 
brought against a trade agree¬ 
ment partner, President Barack 
Obama's top trade official said. 

"Today, I am announcing 
that the Obama administration 
will file a case against 
Guatemala under our trade 
agreement with Central Amer¬ 
ica and the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic, for apparent violations of 
obligations on labor rights," 
US Trade Representative Ron 


Kirk said in a speech in Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

He said the case would send 
"a strong message" to US trad¬ 
ing partners to protect their 
own workers and that the 
Obama administration "will 
not tolerate labor violations 
that place US workers at a dis¬ 
advantage." 

"We are prepared to enforce 
the full spectrum of American 
trade rights from labor to the 
environment," he said. 

Kirk said that the United 
States was also "very con¬ 
cerned" that the problem of 
labor-related violence was be¬ 
coming "increasingly serious" 
in Guatemala. 

"We will be working with 


partners across the Obama ad¬ 
ministration to examine and 
take up this issue with Gua¬ 
temala as well in the near fu¬ 
ture," he said. 

The Guatemala govern¬ 
ment's apparent failure to ef¬ 
fectively enforce its labor laws 
harmed US workers by forcing 
them to compete against "sub¬ 
standard labor practices and 
tilts the playing field away 
from American workers and 
businesses," Kirk charged. 

"By holding the govern¬ 
ment of Guatemala accou¬ 
ntable to its labor commit¬ 
ments under the CAFTA-DR 
we can help to ensure that US 
businesses and workers are 
able to compete on fair terms," 


he added. 

The US action came more 
than two years after top US 
labor union group AFL-CIO 
and six Guatemalan unions of¬ 
ficially filed claims that the 
Guatemalan government failed 
to effectively enforce laws 
linked to freedom of associa¬ 
tion, the right to bargain col¬ 
lectively, and acceptable 
working conditions. 

In Guatemala, the US ac¬ 
tion was welcomed by a feder¬ 
ation of unions of agro-indus¬ 
trial workers. 

"It's a first step in the fight 
to guarantee that labor rights 
are respected," said David 
Morales, the federation's secre¬ 
tary general.

"It is great that I can now 
officially go, and that will be 
on Wednesday 4 August at 
9:00 a.m.," Dekker announced 
on her Internet site Saturday. 

A district court last week re- 
jected a request by a child care 
council to extend state super¬ 
vision over the teenager to stop 
her from attempting the record 
sail, citing fears for her social 
and emotional well-being. 

Dekker will on Wednesday 
sail from the small southeast¬ 
ern port of Den Osse with her 
father, with whom she has 


lived on a boat there since 
March, the ANP news agency 
reported. 

"The trip officially starts 
from Portugal and so it is not a 
problem if people, in this case 
my father, sail with me to that 
point," she said. 

Dekker said her father 
would help her to test her yacht 
Guppy, and "improve the last 
little things," before she takes 
the boat around the world. 

The date for the launch of 
her official solo bid had not yet 
been fixed, she said. 

Dekker, who has the back¬ 
ing of her parents for the ven¬ 
ture, would have to complete 
the trip at the latest four days 
before her 17th birthday on 
September 20, 2012, in order 
to set a new record. 


RHINEBECK, New York 
(AFP) - Chelsea Clinton mar¬ 
ried her longtime boyfriend 
Marc Mezvinsky at a heavily 
guarded wedding on a luxury 
country estate outside New 
York. 

Former president Bill Clin¬ 
ton and current Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton spoke of 
their "great pride and over¬ 
whelming emotion" after their 
only child and the Wall Street 
banker tied the knot in rural 
Rhinebeck on Saturday. 

The nuptials, which took 
place on the picturesque Astor 
Courts estate in balmy summer 
weather, ended weeks of in¬ 
creasingly fevered speculation 
in response to a news blackout 
imposed by the Clintons. 

"We could not have asked 
for a more perfect day to cele¬ 
brate the beginning of their life 
together, and we are so happy 
to welcome Marc into our fa¬ 
mily," Chelsea’s parents — one 
of America’s most powerful 
couples — said in a statement 
after the ceremony. 

Intrigue about the wedding 
reached a climax Saturday as 
journalists and celebrity 
watchers flooded Rhinebeck in 
hopes of spotting stars among 
the approximately 500 guests. 

They were reported to have 
included former secretary of 
state Madeleine Albright, top 
designer Vera Wang and Hol¬ 
lywood actor Ted Danson, al¬ 
though confirmations were 
elusive. 

Not spotted were some of 
the bigger A-list guests such as 
Hollywood mogul Steven 
Spielberg and talkshow queen 
Oprah Winfrey, who had been 
repeatedly reported by specia¬ 
list celebrity news sites as 
being on the invite list. 

Hillary Clinton's boss, 
President Barack Obama, was 
not there — he says he wasn't 
actually invited and that in any 
case two presidents would be 
one too many at a wedding. 

Many other details re¬ 
mained sketchy, but it was re¬ 
ported that the betrothed had 
an interfaith wedding, since 
Chelsea, 30, is a Methodist and 
Mezvinsky, 32, is Jewish. 


The ceremony was offici¬ 
ated jointly by Rabbi James 
Ponet, a Jewish chaplain at 
Yale, and the Reverend 
William Shillady, a Methodist 
minister from New York City, 
the reports said. 

Chelsea wore a Vera Wang 
dress, and the couple ex¬ 
changed vows under a gazebo 
of white flowers. 

Security and secrecy were 
so tight that only journalists 
were allowed to approach the 
outskirts of the estate — and 
even then only if they were on 
foot. 

From the pen erected to 
control journalists near the en¬ 
trance to Astor Courts all that 
was visible were the speeding 
convoys of buses and black 
SUVs carrying the guests and 
the Clinton family to the party. 

To get to the cerenomy and 


reception, guests, clad in tuxe¬ 
dos and formal gowns, were to 
board these chartered busses 
from designated Marriot and 
Hampton Inn hotels in neigh¬ 
boring towns. 

A no-fly zone was also im¬ 
posed, to keep away paparazzi, 
and enforced by a police heli¬ 
copter that buzzed noisily over 
the idyllic, wooded area. 

A short distance from Astor 
Courts in the town of Rhine¬ 
beck, throngs of well-wishers 
gathered at the main cross¬ 
roads. 

Reports from gossip web¬ 
sites such as TMZ and tabloids 
like New York's Daily News 
painted a picture of an extraor¬ 
dinarily lavish occasion likely 
to cost three to five million 
dollars. Given the secrecy, 
however, that could not be im¬ 
mediately confirmed.

ond time following their suc¬ 
cess in the men's 800 metres. 

Kenya rounded up their 
most successful champi¬ 
onships when they also took 
the men's 4x400m relay to 
add to the women's 20km 
walk race and steeplechase 
and the men's 1,500m. 

The hosts claimed 10 gold, 
seven silver and eight bronze 
for a total of 25 medals, seven 
more than Nigeria with 18 - 


eight gold, five silver and five 
bronze - and former champi¬ 
ons South Africa who col¬ 
lected 19, six of them gold. 

However, Kenya's world 
800m silver medallist Janeth 
Jepkosgei was beaten into 
second place by Algeria's ris¬ 
ing star Zahra Bouras, who 
stormed past the tiring 
Kenyan in the 60 metres to 
breast the tape in 2:00.22.

Bilardo said on Sunday. 

"Julio Grondona (the Ar¬ 
gentina Football Association) 
president has spoken to no¬ 
body and has told me noth¬ 
ing," said Bilardo. "We are 
waiting. Anything could hap¬ 
pen." 

Maradona accused Gron¬ 
dona and Bilardo of deceit 


and betrayal, blaming the pair 
for plotting his downfall last 
week. 

"Grondona lied to me. Bi¬ 
lardo betrayed me," 
Maradona claimed after his 
colourful and controversial 
reign as Argentina coach 
came to an abrupt end. 

But Bilardo has dismissed 
the claims of the man who 
was part of his 1986 World 
Cup-winning team. 

"I am sure it's not him who 
is guilty, but his entourage. I 
defended and I will continue 
to defend Maradona to the 
death," said Bilardo. 


Phelps confident as London 2012 
gathers momentum 


IRVINE, California (AFP) - 
US swim star Michael 
Phelps, who won eight gold 
medals at the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics and six more at the 
2004 Athens Games, takes 
his next strokes toward the 
2012 London Olympics start¬ 
ing Tuesday. 

Phelps is among more 
than 30 Olympians set to 
compete at the US National 
Swim Championships, a five- 
day meet that serves as the 
selection for the Pan Pacific 
Championships at Irvine on 
August 18-22. 

The Pan Pacific show¬ 
down against top rivals from 
Australia, Japan and more 
than 20 other countries will 
be used with the US nationals 
results to decide an American 


squad for the 2011 World 
Swim Championships in 
Shanghai, the last major 
global showdown before the 
London Olympics. 

Phelps has not yet decided 
exactly what events he might 
contest in England, except to 
say he will not try to win 
eight races again, but the first 
clues to his London lineup 
might be seen in the next 
three weeks. 

Among the other US stars 
looking to secure national ti¬ 
tles and spots at the Pan Pa¬ 
cific and 2011 worlds include 
Olympians Ryan Lochte, 
Aaron Peirsol, Natalie 
Coughlin, Rebecca Soni, 
Jason Lezak, Amanda Beard, 
Katie Hoff and Cullen Jones.

SPRINGS (AFP) - Australian 
Stuart Appleby fired only the 
fifth round of 59 in US PGA 
Tour history on Sunday, the 
first by a non-US player, to 
take the clubhouse lead at the 
Greenbrier Classic. 

Appleby birdied the last 
three holes, giving him nine 
birdies and an eagle in a 
round of 11-under par 59, to 
complete 72 holes on 22- 
under 258 for a one-stroke 
lead over Jeff Overton with 
the American having two 
holes to play. 

The only prior 59s in US 
PGA history were all by 
Americans - A1 Geiberger in 
1977, Chip Beck in 1991, 
David Duval in 1999 and 
Paul Goydos just three weeks 
ago at the John Deere Clas¬ 
sic. 

Appleby has not won a 


title since the 2006 Houston 
Open and seeks his ninth US 
PGA victory overall at the in¬ 
augural edition of the six mil- 
lion-dollar event. 

Appleby birdied the sec¬ 
ond, then began a run of four 
birdies at the fourth and 
added another at the ninth, 
his eighth consecutive 3 on a 
hole pushing him into con¬ 
tention. 

The Aussie eagled the par- 
5 12th and added a birdie at 
the 16th to share the lead. A 
10-foot birdie at the par-5 
17th put Appleby on 10- 
under and when he curled in 
another 10-foot birdie at the 
par-3 18th hole, he joined the 
59 club. 

Appleby, ranked 159th in 
the world, played Saturday 
with D.A. Points, who made 
a run at a 59 before settling 
for a 61.

South Korean veteran 
right-handed pitcher Park 
Chan Ho was designated for 
assignment to the minor- 
leagues by the Yankees to 
make room for Wood, likely 
ending his tenure with the 
club. 

Berkman, 34, is batting 
.245 with 13 home runs and 
49 runs batted in with 70 
strikeouts and 60 walks. He 
fills a hole that has nagged 


the Yankees when Nick John¬ 
son went out in May with a 
right wrist injury. 

"If there are teams that 
still want me to play for 
them, that makes me feel 
pretty good," Berkman said. 
"I still have confidence that I 
could play at a high level." 

Berkman, who had to 
waive a no-trade clause to fi¬ 
nalize the deal, has 7.15 mil¬ 
lion dollars remaining to be 
paid on a 14.5 million-dollar 
contract, but the Astros pay¬ 
ment means the Yankees will 
only pay 3.15 million of that 
total. 

The deal came a day after 
the Yankees added outfielder 
Austin Kearns from Cleve¬ 
land, where he was hitting 
.272 with eight homers and 
42 runs batted in. 

"They are both great 
guys," Yankees first baseman 
Mark Teixeira said. "It's 
going to be good for the club¬ 
house." 

Other playoff contenders 
raced Saturday afternoon's 
deadline to make deals with¬ 
out having to waive a player, 
meaning they would be avail¬ 
able to be claimed by any club. 

St. Louis, leading the Na¬ 


tional League Central divi¬ 
sion, obtained right-handed 
pitcher Jake Westbrook from 
struggling Cleveland and sent 
outfielder Ryan Ludwick to 
San Diego, the NL West divi¬ 
sion leaders. 

Westbrook, 32, was 6-7 
with a 4.65 earned-run aver¬ 
age for the Indians while 
Ludwick, 32, batted .281 
with 11 homers and 43 runs 
batted in. 

The Los Angeles Dodgers, 
trailing San Diego by seven 
games at third in the NL 
West, obtained southpaw 
pitcher Ted Lilly from the 
Chicago Cubs along with 
Ryan Theriot and 2.5 million 
dollars in exchange for in- 
fielder Blake DeWitt and 
minor-leaguers Kyle Smit 
and Brett Wallach. 

"We've been looking to 
improve our rotation and with 
Ted we feel like we've got a 
very good group of starting 
pitchers for the stretch run," 
said Dodgers general man¬ 
ager Ned Colletti. 

Arizona sent right-handed 
relief pitcher Chad Qualls to 
Tampa Bay and made a 
multi-player deal with Pitts¬ 
burgh, obtaining outfielder 
Ryan Church in the highlight 
of a five-player swap. 

San Francisco, second in 
the NL West behind San 
Diego, made a move as well, 
the Giants obtaining 3 3-year- 
old left-handed relief pitcher 
Javier Lopez from Pittsburgh 
in exchange for pitcher Joe 
Martinez and outfielder John 
Bowker. 

The Giants, seeking their 
first playoff berth since 2003, 
hope for some help from 
Lopez, who is 2-2 with a 2.79 
earned-run average in 38 2/3 
innings. 



Rams pay record riches 
for top pick Bradford 



ST. LOUIS, Missouri (AFP) 
- Quarterback Sam Bradford 
joined the St. Louis Rams on 
Saturday after agreeing to a 
record-setting six-year deal 
for 78 million dollars, includ¬ 
ing a record 50-million-dollar 
guaranteed payout. 

The deal, finalized late 
Friday, sends the top pick in 
last April's National Football 
League Draft into camp as 
the main hope for a club that 
went 1-15 last season and has 
a 6-42 record over the past 
three campaigns. 

St. Louis had the most 
anemic offensive output in 
the NFL last season at 10.9 
points a game on average, 


with three quarterbacks man¬ 
aging only 12 touchdown 
passes all year. 

Rams coach Steve Spagn- 
uolo says Jay Feeley, a vet¬ 
eran reserve, is the starting 
quarterback as training camp 
begins. 

Bradford, who missed 
three camp practices but at¬ 
tended two prior mini-camp 
sessions in the off-season, led 
all collegians with 48 touch¬ 
down passes in 2008 for the 
University of Oklahoma but 
underwent season-ending 
shoulder surgery after only 
three games in 2009. 

Bradford's guaranteed 
money broke the mark of 
41.7 million dollars guaran¬ 
teed set by Matthew Stafford, 
the 2009 top pick who inked 
a six-year deal for 72 million 
dollars with Detroit. 

Guaranteed money is key 
for players in NFL contracts 
because clubs can waive 
players and drop those with 
pricey deals for underper¬ 
forming players to rework 
their salary cap figures.

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Marquez decisions Diaz 
to keep crown, wants 
Pacquiao

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ico's Juan Manuel Marquez 
kept his World Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation lightweight throne on 
Saturday with a unanimous 
12-round decision over Juan 
Diaz, then called out Filipino 
star Manny Pacquaio. 

Marquez took a rematch 
of a slugfest from last year by 
judges' scores of 118-110, 
117-111 and 116-112, im¬ 
proving the 36-year-old 
fighter's record to 51-5 with 
one drawn. Diaz fell to 35-4. 

Marquez twice lost to Pac¬ 
quiao and while the Asian su¬ 
perstar has been unable to 
land a blockbuster fight with 
unbeaten US veteran Floyd 
Mayweather, Marquez is 
hoping he might have a 
chance at a third swing in the 
ring with "Pac-Man". 

"The trilogy is what I 
want. It's what the people 


want," Marquez said. "I will 
be ready for another fight in 
December, hopefully Pac¬ 
quiao." 

While Pacquiao looks to 
fight Mexican Antonio Mar- 
garito in November, Mar¬ 
quez said his hunger to face 
the Filipino legend is greater 
than his desire to rule as 
World Boxing Association 
and World Boxing Organi¬ 
zation lightweight king. 

"That's true. That fight is 
more important for me," 
Marquez said. 

Marquez dispatched 
Diaz in the ninth round in 
February of last year and 
this time was faced with a 
more tactical boxer-styled 
foe. The result, however, 
was the same. 

"That first fight was a 
war. This was a bit more 
tactical," Marquez said. "He 
wanted to box a bit more but 
we came out ahead. He's a 
great fighter. He knows some 
technique. But tonight tech¬ 
nique was in our favor." 

Marquez staggered Diaz 
with a left uppercut in the 
fourth round, cut the chal¬ 
lenger's lower lip in the ninth 
and owned the fight almost 
from start to finish.Having 
lost four of his past six fights 
and with plans to start law 
school in October, Diaz 
might be looking at the end 
of his ring career at age 26. 

Since losing to Marquez in 
his hometown of Houston, 
Diaz split two fights against 
countryman Paul Malig- 
naggi, winning a unanimous 
decision last August but los¬ 
ing by unanimous decision 
four months later. 

The only fight for Mar¬ 
quez since beating Diaz some 
17 months ago came last Sep¬ 
tember when he stepped up to 
welterweight and lost to un¬ 
defeated US star Floyd May- 
weather by unanimous 
decision. 


Tiger plans 
return to 
Dubai for 
2011 Desert 
Classic 

ORLANDO (AFP) - World 
number one Tiger Woods an¬ 
nounced on his website Sun¬ 
day that he will compete at 
the 2011 Dubai Desert Clas¬ 
sic, hoping to claim his third 
title in the European PGA 
Tour event. 

Woods won in 2006 and 
2008 and has never fared 
worse than fifth in five ap¬ 
pearances at the 1.9 million- 
Euro tournament at Emirates 
Golf Club. 

"The level of competition 
has always been extremely 
high, so I know I'll have to 
play my best golf if I'm going 
to regain my title," Woods 
said. 

"It's a great venue, the 
course is always in immacu¬ 
late condition and the 
weather reminds me of back 
home in Florida." 

Woods missed the chance 
to defend his crown in 2009 
while still recovering from 
left knee surgery following 
his 2008 US Open victory. 

This year he was in the 
midst of a five-month layoff 
in the wake of an adultery 
scandal when the Dubai 
event was played. 

Woods, 34, will play in 
this week's World Golf 
Championships event at 
Akron, Ohio, and next week's 
PGA Championship at 
Kohler, Wisconsin, but has 
yet to announce the remain¬ 
der of his 2010 plans. 

Woods has won 14 major 
titles, four shy of the record 
18 won by Jack Nicklaus, but 
has not won a major since the 
2008 US Open. 

"We are naturally de¬ 
lighted and proud that Tiger 
Woods has agreed to join us," 
said Mohamed Juma Bua- 
maim, chief executive of 
Golf in Dubai. 

"For us to be able to wel¬ 
come him to the Majlis 
Course for the sixth time in 
10 years is a major boost for 
golf in the Middle East, espe¬ 
cially Dubai. 

"With Tiger, who tran¬ 
scends all races, ages and 
gender, in the field, we are 
pretty confident that the 2011 
Omega Dubai Desert Classic 
will create a buzz on the 
global stage. After all, he's 
Tiger Woods for a reason." 
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Pavlyuchenkova captures Istanbul 
title 



ISTANBUL (AFP) - Russian 
third seed Anastasia 
Pavlyuchenkova, the highest- 
ranked teenager in the world, 
defeated compatriot Elena 
Vesnina 5-7, 7-5, 6-4 on Sun¬ 
day to capture the Istanbul 
WTA title. 

It was the 19-year-old's 
second career trophy after 
Monterrey earlier this season. 


But she had to do it the 
hard way taking victory after 
three hours and 10 minutes 
on court in the final. 

Vesnina, who celebrated 
her 24th birthday on Sunday, 
came into Istanbul on a 
seven-match losing streak, 
having not won a match on 
the Tour since Charleston in 
April. 

She won four in a row to 
reach the Istanbul final, her 
third career title match after 
runner-up finishes last year at 
Auckland (to Elena Demen¬ 
tieva) and New Haven (to 
Caroline Wozniacki). 

The top two seeds in Istan¬ 
bul fell early, with No.2 seed 
Petra Kvitova losing to Anas- 
tasija Sevastova and top seed 
and reigning French Open 
champion Francesca Schi- 
avone falling second round to 
Elena Baltacha.
